Why is it that the average car owner still believes that the service 
station is an organization composed of robbers, pirates, etc.; that the 
mechanics loaf on the job and that maintenance bills are too high? 

Why do thousands of car owners refuse to patronize the service 
stations of the dealers from whom the car was purchased, but do 
favor the independent repair shop? 


These and other angles of service will be discussed in a series of 
articles by a writer well known in the automotive industry as a service 
expert.

HAT is there about this subject of service that causes 
the average car owner to become choleric, cantan- 


kerous, 


pugnacious and disputatious when informed he 


should expend at least 15 cents for its upkeep? 


Why is it that so many car own- 
ers, and not of the moron type 
either, when gathered together 
take joy in referring to the serv- 
ice station as manned by pirates, 
highwaymen, pilferers, bandits, 
burglars, robbers, footpads, etc.? 
What is there about this service 
that makes young service mana- 
gers old and pleases the car dealer 
like an ulcerated tooth? 

And then come along they of the 
inquiring bent and ask: “What is 
wrong with service?”’ Nothing, ab- 
solutely nothing, is wrong with serv- 
ice itself. It is getting better ana 
better every day. It is easier to 
buy and there is plenty of it. And 
it is getting cheaper and cheaper 


every day and the quality is getting | 


very much better. 

But the average owner continues 
to deny that service is better and 
cheaper. And even some of the 
old-timers, those owning the pioneer 
models, are wont to exclaim they got 
more for their money in the old 
days. But did they? 

In the Old Days 

Let's roll back to the days when 
the one and two-cylinder cars were 
de luxe and the fours were appear- 
ing on the horizon. 
rave against the up-keep? Did they 
badger, threaten, cajole and question 
the results of the repair shops? The 
majority did not. And the mainte- 
nance bills were plenty those days. 
Why, it was not unusual for an 
owner to place his car in the shop 
in the early winter and order a com- 
-plete overhaul which in those days 
meant stripping the chassis to the 
frame. And yet some of these own- 
ers, who now operate their cars 365 
days the year, pile up double and 
triple the mileage, operate in con- 
gested traffic which spells more 
wear and tear on the car’s compo- 
nents, balk at a few dollars asked 
by the service station to keep the car 


from tagging at the end of a tow 


rope! 

Equally amusing are the remarks 
of some owners who aver that the 
old time repairmen, those operating 
in the ‘90's, is now extinct. They will 
tell how these old timers were real 
mechanics, machinists, who 
their business. 

And these objectors to real serv- 
ice today will go on to aver that 
one got 100 cents value on every 
dollar expended for repairs. This

knew 


| is all bosh, bunk and hokum. The 

| old time mechanic had to be a 
machinist to fit parts, to turn out 
bushings, keys, pins, etc., which 
were not supplied ready to fit and 
the sizes standardized as of today. 
True it is that some machine work 
is performed today but rarely ever 
except for the orphan car. 

And some old timers really believe 
that any given operation in service 
was cheaper 20 years ago because 
the price of labor the hour was from 
50 to 75 cents. Just how long would 


it take, and what would be the cost, | 
for the old time mechanic to re-|; 


condition the valves, seats and 
guides of a six or eight-cylinder car | 
with the valves in that condition re- 
ferred to as “rotten” by the presegt- 
day service expert? 

They Paid Heavily 

Yet in the old days the owner 
would pay a bill of from $75 to $400 
without a murmur. But the owner 
of today balks at paying out for| 
service as much as the interest | 
; would be on his investment in the | 
car. WHY? 

The difference as the writer sees | 
it between the car owner of the} 
’90’s and the 1927 models is that the | 
former somehow or other got the| 
idea that it was part of the game | 
to pay for the cost of operating a 
car, whereas the 1927 model owners | 
have the idea—at least it looks this | 
way—that after acquiring an auto- | 
mobile there is but a second cost, | 
that of gasoline, pil and perhaps 
tires. 

All this preamble may appear 
to be passing the buck to the car 
owner, but such is not the inten- 
tion of the writer. What is wrong 
is not with service itself. It is 
something else, and the various 
angles will be discussed in the 
forthcoming article and succeed- 
ing ones.
